Be  assured  the  little  copper 
lepta  (widow's  mites)  can 
awaken  within  the  mind  of  the 
collector  an  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm that  is  all  out  of 
proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
coins.  The  collector  soon 
reaches  the  ambition  that 
makes  that  "mite"  he  "cannot 
find"  seem  to  be  the  size  of 
his  itching  palm. 

Ah  well,  it  is  a grand 
thing  to  have  a hobby  I If 
the  hobbyist  is  well,  his 
hobby  contributes  to  his  joy 
in  life,  and  to  his  confi- 
dence in  himself--he  i?  au- 
thority on  something.  If  he 
is  not  well,  it  is  good 
medicine.  The  fellow  who  has 
never  collected  "widow's 
mites"  has  an  unexplored 
pleasure  awaiting  him. 

Nobody  knows  which  kind  of 
mites  Jesus  saw  the  widow 
cast  into  the  Temple  trea- 
sury. The  rabbis  forbade  the 
offering  of  a single  lepton. 
Maybe  the  widow's  had  a 
wreath  with  a legend  in  the 
center  and  on  their  reverse 
cornucopias  with  a poppyhead. 
Maybe  there  was  only  one 
piece  and  it  was  a dilepton. 
Maybe  there  were  two  lepta 
that  were  unlike;  one  having 
an  anchor  and  a rayed  sun. 
Maybe  one  had  three  years  of 
corn  (barley  heads)  and  a 
simpulum  (wine  ladle  used  at 
sacrifices),  one  of  Pontius 
Pilate's  two  kinds.  Gather 
your  Widow's  Mites  --  enjoy 
them.

THE  BOUQUET  SOUS  OF  CANADA 


Those  collectors  who  spe- 
cialize in  the  coins  and 
tokens  of  Canada,  will  ac- 
quire at  least  a f ew  of  the 
old  tokens  known  as  the 
Bouquet  Sous,  so  called  be- 
cause they  display  on  the 
obverse,  an  odd  bouquet  made 
up  of  strands  of  wheat, 

Scotch  thistles,  shamrocks, 
oak  leaves,  maple  leaves, 
and  a rose  or  two.  These 
tokens  are,  without  doubt, 
the  most  interesting  pieces 
of  Canadian  tokens. 

There  are  altogether 
around  fifty  varieties  of  the 
Bouquet  Sou  tokens,  and  they 
should  provide  the  collector 
with  a field  the  completion 
of  which  should  not  fail  to 
give  him  a goal  to  which  to 
devote  his  best  energies. 

To  the  novice  or  beginner, 
the  difference  in  the  varie-

ties  of  these  tokens  is  not 
dlscernable  at  first  glance  - 
they  look  much  the  same.  But 
on  further  inspection  and 
knowing  what  to  look  for,  the 
differences  are  quite  appar- 
ent. 

The  classification  is  com- 
menced by  counting  the 
leaves  in  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse . 

Thus,  referring  to  the 
Breton's  Catalogue- the  Bible 
of  the  Canadian  numismatis t-- 
number  674,  and  number  682, 
have  sixteen  leaves  each. 

Then  one  has  to  note 
the  differences  in  the 
bouquet  or  in  the  ribbon  with 
which  it  is  tied;  whether  the 
ribbon  extends  to  right  or 
left,  or  to  both  right  and 
left.  Numbers  683,  684  have 
seventeen  leaves  in  the 
wreath;  Numbers  685,  703, 
eighteen;  704,  705,  twenty; 
706,  709,  thirty- two;  and 
710,  712,  forty. 

In  sorting  and  classifying 
the  series,  they  should  be 
arranged  in  piles  according 
to  the  number  of  leaves  in 
the  wreath,  as  16,  17,  18,  20 
32  and  40,  and  each  token 
in  the  pile  taken  separately 
and  arranged  according  to  the 
bouquets,  with  only  a slight 
point  of  difference,  either 
in  the  bouquet  or  wreath  to 
distinguish  them  from  the  more 
common  varieties. 

There  is  a variety  of  the 
Bouquet  Sous  which  was  struck 
by  a firm  in  the  States  from 
cracked  dies.  These  are 
known  as  the  "Duseaman"  sous. 
The  "Belleville"  inscribed  on 
this  token  is  in  the  state  of 
New  Jersey.  It  is  claimed  as 
Canadian  because  of  the  bou- 
quet on  the  obverse  and  also 
because  this  variety  circula- 
ted in  Canada. 

There  is  another  variety  of 
the  Bouquet  Sous  which  has  on 
the  reverse  a wreath  of  maple 
leaves.  This  token  was 
issued  by  the  "Bank  Du  Peuple^ 
in  Montreal  and  is  called  the 
"Rebellion  Sou"  because  the 
accountant  who  sympathized 
with  the  rebellion  of  1837, 
the  year  the  coin  was  issued, 
caused  a small  star  and  a lib- 
erty cap,  emblems  of  indepen- 
dence, to  be  engraved  between 
the  leaves  of  the  wreath.  The 
dies  for  this  Sou  were  en- 
graved in  Montreal  and  are 
said  to  be  still  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  bank.

"ANCIENT  BALLYHOO  COINS" 

Long  before  the  world  ever 
heard  of  America's  P.  T. 
Barnum  and  his  famous  bally- 
hoo advertising  campaigns, 
the  young  Roman  Empire  was 
sprouting  a f ew  such  charac- 
ters who  did  all  their  brag- 
ging, philosophizing,  and 
apple-polishing  on  the  re- 
verse of  silver,  bronze,  and 
provincial  coins. 

Because  the  bronze  issues 
were  the  larger,  they  be- 
came the  most  popular,  and 
their  subject  matter  covered 
a wider  range  than  the  silver 
ones . 

Up  until  this  point  in  the 
evolution  of  coinage,  in- 
scriptions referring  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the 
coins  were  struck  had  been 
almost  hitherto  unknown,  but 
when  the  Roman  government 
gave  its  permission  to  issue 
these  Ballyhoo  coins,  neigh- 
boring towns  at  once  began 
vying  with  each  other  in  ad- 
vertising their  own  splen- 
dors . 

Anazarbus,  in  Cilicia, 
bubbling  over  with  civic 
pride  and  with  an  eye  on 
rival  Tarsu®,  bragged  that 
her  own  games  in  honor  of 
Elagabalus  were  "The  biggest 
show  on  the  earth," 

Recorded  on  many  provin- 
cial pieces  were  the  follow- 
ing: "Presented  to  the 
Achaeans  by  Hostilius  Marcel- 
lus,  priest  of  the  cult  of 
Antinous."  Still  another 
variety  broadcasts  a greet- 
ing: "The  Senate  and  People 
of  Rome  wish  the  Best  of 
Emperors  a Happy  New  Year." 
Not  far  away  is  "Under  the 
rule  of  Severus  all  the  world 
is  happy;  blessed  indeed  are 
the  citizens  of  Cius." 

A conspicious  and  compara- 
tively late  example  of  the 
first  gold  coinage  of 
Denmark  deserves  high  praise. 
The  Nobel  of  John  I (1481- 
1513)  reads:  "John  by  the 
Grace  of  God  King  of  the 
Danes  ordered  me  to  be  made." 
It  is  a splendid  coin  and 
when  one  examines  it,  you 
cannot  but  feel  that  there 
is  more  than  a touch  of 
pride  in  the  inscription,  for 
vainglorious  legends  are  by 
no  means  confined  to  Greek 
and  Roman  coins  of  the  im- 
perial age.  As  a rule, 
however,  in  mediaeval  times 
individuals  were  compara- 
tively modest.
